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One Killed, Fourteen Injured 
Violence Erupts In Black 
South African Ghetto

Africa (UPI) - Police lulled a 
black teen ager and a runaway 
boree trampled two children to 
death in mass demonstrations 
that erupted Thursday in the 
black 
ghetto of Soweto 
and 
downtown Johannesburg 
Fourteen black youths were 
injured and 176 arrested, police 
said, 
Police, 
who 
were 
being 
“violently attacked by a large 
mob" near 
Soweto’s Orlando 
High School, opened fire and hit 
Thami 
Bunge, a 
16-y ear-old 
high school student, Police Maj. 
Gen. Dawid Kriel said. Bunge 
died hours later in a blacks- 
only hospital. 
Several 
thousand 
students 
threw 
stones, burned 
four 
commuter buses and looted and 
plundered stores in the worst 
violence this year to rock the 
dusty, sprawling ghetto of 1.2 
million blacks. 
Kriel said a horse pulling a 
cart ran wild when a fusilade of 
rocks 
thrown by 
students 
landed 
nearby. 
The 
horse 
crashed into two houses killing 
two children playing inside one 
of them, he said. 


Baton-swinging 
police 
with 
attack dogs also waded into a 
crowd of about SOO black youths 
demonstrating in front of police 
headquarters, who had set up a 
row of kneeling youths, mostly 
schoolgirls, as a shield. 


The students marched to the 
cilice 
building 
— 
chanting 
reedom songs and giving the 
clenched-fist 
salute 
— 
to 
demand the release of student 
leaders 
arrested 
two 
weeks 
ago. 
The police charge routed the 
students and sent them scream- 
£ 


mg and darting through early 
morning traffic 
Some panicky 
youths 
crashed 
through 
the 


plate glass window of a fish • 
and chips store. 
Police trapped more than IOO 
students in the shop, some of 


them cut 
by 
the glass 
and 
bleeding. They were loaded into 
paddy-wagons and driven 
the 


three 
blocks 
back 
to 
police 
headquarters. 
Another group of 30 blacks 
was arrested later in the day 


when they marched again on 
the police building, on the side 
of the downtown John Vorster 
Square 


The flareups in Soweto and 
Johannesburg followed a week 
long period of mourning last 


week for 618 blacks lulled last 
year in racial strife. Thirteen 
persons were killed, 44 blacks 
were wounded and more than 
400 were arrested 
Soweto Police Chief Brig. Jan 


Visser described the situation 
in the ghetto as “confused and 
ugly.”

and canisters of tear gas as 
well as shotguns to disperse 
crowds, 
or

Visser 
said

The son of Mr. and Mrs. Arnold 
(Elizabeth Drew) York, the youth 
was taken to Methodist Hospital, 
Indianapolis, where he died in the 
emergency room at 6:03 p.m. from 
severe head injuries. 


James A. Roszell, 58, Glenwood, 
stated that Jeffrey and another 
boy ran toward the road but he 
was unable to stop in time to avoid 
hitting the York boy. Roszell was 


not charged 


Jeffrey who was born in Con­ 
nersville, January 14, 1971 is 
survived by his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs Arnold York; three brothers,

Thomas all at home and four 
sisters,

funds for the projects, both ap­ 
plications were denied

center project has been renewed 
and the task force, under the 
direction of Rushville dentist, Dr 
Raymond Maddox, recently met 
to discuss the avenues open to the 
Rush County community for the 
construction of such a facility 
Maddox said that the committee 
has met with a representative of 
Clinton and Associates of Rich 
mond. 
the 
architectural 
firm 
which originally drew up the plans 
tor the facility last year 
Maddox noted that the com 
mittee 
is 
investigating 
the 
financing of the construction of 
such a facility and is seeking the 
moat efficient building at the least 
coat He noted that the panel is 
well aware that limited federal 
funding may be available. 
Commenting on the need for a 
community center, Maddox also 
said that it would be a building 
which the entire community could 
use He added that there is nothing 
like it in Rush County at the 
present time 
Maddox also stated that a 
second meeting la planned with an 
investment 
counselor 
to 
in­ 
vestigate 
possible 
funding 
alternatives open for such a 
project 
In addition to Maddox, other 
com m ittee members include. Dan 
Billman. Dorothy Cramer. Dick 
Dragoo, Bob Beeler. Dick Eckel.

Plans for the proposed facility 
include an in-door pool, game 
room, theater, basketball court, 
library, weight-lifting room and 
hand-ball court . 
Paul Barada, 
Rush 
County 
Chamber of Commerce director, 
noted that the application sub 
mitted to the federal government 
last year was turned down for 
funds from the Public Works 
Program. 
Funds 
from 
that 
program 
were 
distributed 
to 
communities around the United 
States on the basis of unem­ 
ployment, said Barada. In In­ 
diana, Barada noted, a large 
portion of those funds went to • 
urban areas such as Indianapolis 
and Lake County. 
Although the federal program 
was originally funded for only one 
year, the Congress recently ap­ 
proved a second round of funding 
permitting communities which did 
not receive funding earlier,an 


opportunity to receive funds. 
Barada noted that small rural 
communities,

metropolitan areas don I have He 
noted that "communities like our 
own don't have the expertise, 
unlike Indianapolis, to fill out the 
complicated

plications ” 
Reapplication for funds from 
the Public Works Program is 
currently “in the works ” and 
according to Barada some sort of 
federal funding is necessary in 
order for the project to become a 
reality 
If federal monies from the 
Public 
Works 
Program 
falls 
through. Barada said that funding 
may be found in part or in total 
from some of the other federal 
programs He briefly noted that 
funding might be obtained from 
programs in the Farmers Home 
Administration 
or 
Economic 
Development Administration or 
from one of the many other federal 
agencies 


The efforts of Tenth District 
Congressman Phil Sharp, have 
also been enlisted in the drive to 
get funds for the center Barada 
said that Sharp has been “very 
helpful” in pushing for the Rush 
County funding 
He noted that 
Sharp's office had been helpful in 
identifying other programs where 
funding could come from 
Barada also indicated (hat the 
construction 
of

center in Hush County would be a 
plus for the city and county He 
noted that currently there are not 
enough public meeting places in 
the county and that in addition to 
be used for meetings, the center 
would also provide a place for 
local athletic activities

ers and refiner* in the nation 
Some will be shipped 12,BOB 
miles up the Atlantic Coast to 
New Jersey 
Half the tankers will sail 
right past West Coast ports, 
which lack the refinery capaci­ 
ty to handle more than BOO,QUO 
barrels 
of

barrel* of crude expected to be 
flow mg each day from the 
Valdes spigot

consumer demand is not there

Men," the best selling book by 
Washington Post reporters Bob 
Woodward and Carl Bernstein,

Other journalists and writers 
who observed the scandal develop 
wrote volumes whose successes

It’s disgraceful that only in 
America could a scandal which 
rocks the government and deposes 
a president become a successful 
business venture, 


The origins of the Federal 
Reserve System are less well 
known than those of the CIA The 
present operations of the CIA, with 
its new 
visitors’ tour of its 
Langley, Va., headquarters, are 
better understood than the doings 
of the Fed, although of the two 
organizations the Fed is by far the 
more powerful and important to 
the daily life of our countrymen. 
Aside from an occasional burglary 
or botched assassination attempt, 
the CIA doesn’t do much besides 
bi it-1 
our 
top 
officials 
with 
unreliable and 
inaccurate 
in­ 
formation. The Fed, on the other 
hand, has much to say about 
employment, prices and all the 
other economic questions that vex 
and occupy us. 
The evolution of the CIA during 
and after the second World War if 
pretty well documented To this 
day, however, the authorship of 
the Fed is a matter of some un­ 
certainty to historians Did the 
idea come from the congressional 
leadership of 1913 or was it, as 
some suspect, hatched in 1910 at a 
secret, week-long meeting of New 
York bathers held on Sen. Win­ 
throp Aldrich’s remote estate on 
Jekvl 
Island, 
Georgia? 
The 
bankers' desire for invisibility 
plus their incomparable faculty 
for making straight ways crooked 
have obscured that and everything 
else about this critical organ of 
money, credit and finance ever 
since. Even now the operations of 
the Federal Reserve Bank are 
exempt from outside audit and 
much of the Freedom of In­ 
formation Act. 
The 
question 
of 
what 
the 
Federal Reserve is up to has been 
raised IO,CKK) times and most 
recently by Rep. Henry Reuss (D.- 
Wisc ), the chairman of the House 
Banking 
Committee 
After 
exquisite difficulty, Reuss' staff 
secured 
the 
minutes 
of 
the 
meetings 
of 
the 
12 regional 
Federal 
Reserve 
Banks. 
Ac­ 
cording to Reuss the material 
shows that the directors of the 
banks improperly, although not 
illegally, have been lobbying for 
legislation and playing credit 
allocation games. 
Everybody lobbies covertly or 
overtly, but credit allocation is a 
far more serious accusation. When 
people on the left urge it on behalf 
of 
the 
poorer 
third of 
the 
population, people on the right cry 
Bolshevik! Such credit allocation 


is rarely permitted, but Reuss 
says 
the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Regional Bank directors chan­ 
nelled credit to real estate in­ 
vestment 
trusts 
and 
utilities 
during the early 70a. 
This was the period when many 
real estate investment trusts were 
going belly up faster than fish in a 
polluted stream. It was also the 
period 
when 
utilitiea 
were 
demanding and getting rate raises 
on the basis of their claims that 
they couldn’t borrow money Now 
it turns out they were able to 
borrow, so perhaps some com­ 
pensatory rate cuts are in order. 
As far as the real estate trusts are 
concerned, you can translate what 
Reuse is saying into an accusation

market by keeping deadbeats and 
losers alive through favoritism 
Aside from breaking the bones 
in Adam Smith’s unseen hand, it is 
very hard to figure out why the 12 
Federal Reserve Banks exist 
Their operational functions, such 
as acting as a bank clearing house 
for checks, could just as easily and 
probably far more cheaply be 
carried out by a company like 
Brinks.
